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BA ERE is something to keep you guessing. What is “Tu-tun”? A 

new game of chance? A new fabric? A tropical germ? A

You'll enjoy your cigar even more 
after Habdalah. And talking of tobacco and. its multitudinous

HAT this film does, in fact, is to exhibit Jews as international 
financiers banded together for their own interests and the 
advancement of their race, shaping and dominating great evente, 
and worsting all rivals who venture athwart their path.

But I see that in her 
review of ‘the production, she states that “behind the figures 
of Metternich and Ledrantz bulk the forces of Hitler and 
Goering and Goebbels, and the plea of Nathan Rothschild 
for his people is palpably directed towards a_ persecution 
very much less remote than that endured by the Jews in Prussia on 
the eve of Waterloo.’

From ‘the 
Opening of the Synagogue in 1892 and for many years he occupied a 
seat on the Board of Management and on the Council of the United 
Synagogue. Mr. Moses took a great interest in the work of the 


Hampstead Synagogue Hebrew and Religion Classes, and became 
the fist President of the Hampstead and St. John’s Wood Literary 


Society when it was formed in 1902. For many years, he acted as 
Hon. superintendent of the Jewish Religious Education Board's 
Clas ind was a member of the Council of Jews’ College and of 
its Flucation, Executive and Teachers’ Examinations Committees. 
He 0 served as a member of the Jews’ College Hostel Sub- 
Con inittoe, and as a representative of the United Synagogue on the 
Shechita Board.

Dayan M. GOLLOP, in the course of his address, described a type of 
communal leader whom the Rabbis said was so displeasing in the eyes 
of God that, as it were, He shed tears because of him. “One of the 
characteristics of such a leader, as given by the Rabbis,” said Dayan 
Gollop, “is a leader who lords it over the community. Samuel Moses was 
the opposite of that type. He was so simple, so unassuming, so approach. 
able, so friendly. Well might we say of him, as we say of the greht Jewish 
leader Mordecai, he was acceptable to the bulk of his brethren. Nay, we 
can say more of him; he was acceptable to all of his brethren ; for all who 
came into contact with him were charmed by his personality.” Samuel 
esos was & loyal and generous friend, a man who was ever serene and 
genial, 

“ And yet,” said Dayan Gollop, “ he knew sorrows in his life. He lost 
a dearly beloved son in the War and not many years ago he lost a dear 
daughter. But these sorrows and these tragedies did not sour his 
temper. He remained genial and serene right to the end. His was the 
wonderful secret, the secret of communicating spoutaneous kindliness.” 
The loss to the Community was almost irreparable, and they at Hamp- 
stead felt a personal loss in his passing. They would miss his counsel 
and his genial presence at their services and functions. And those who 
were responsible for the leadership of the Community would miss a 
colleague of mature judgment, great wisdom and deep knowledge of 
Synagogue life. ‘' To his family our sympathy goes forth, that God may 
give them consolation and comfort. For we know for a certainty that 
‘ sweet is the sleep of the slumberer’; he has ‘gone to his eternal rest in 
the presence of his Father in Heaven.”’ 

Sir Robert Waley Cohen and Mr. A. Jackson (Warden) opened the 
Ark, and the Chief Rabbi recited a portion of Psalm 39. Dayan Gollop 
said Kaddish, and the Service concluded with Adon Ulam. 


UNITED SYNAGOGUE’S TRIBUTE 

Following the Memorial Service, a special meeting of the Council 
of the United Synagovue was held in the Board-room of the Hampstead 
Synagogue. Letters of condolence were received from several congre 
gations, 

Sir ROBERT WALEY COHEN, Vice-President, who was in the Chair, in 
the course of his address said : **‘ Samuel Moses did pot merely hold office, 
but devoted himself with a loyalty which everyoue felt consc ons of to the 
service of the United Synagogue and the Community. In every difficulty 
his wise counsel was there, and in every anxious probletn his courage waa 
at our side. I donot think that those who take a less active part in the 
Council can appreciate what it meant to have a man like Samuel Moses 
as Vice-President. The Hon. Officers and staff and every member of the 
Council share the feelng that Dayan Gollop expressed when he said that 
a void had been created which cannot be filed. Samuel Moses seryed for 
18 years—-9 years as an Overseer and 9 years as a Vice-President. . . . 
We have lost a great friend, and it is with heavy hearts that we offer to 
his widow and family our deep sympathy in the sorrow which is shared 
by the whole Community.’’ 

Sir ROBERT submitted a resolution recording the services of the 
deceased and lamenting his demise which was adopted. 

3 The members stood in silence as a mark of respect. 

Mr. Morris DUPARC, the oldest member of the Council, added hie 
tribute to the memory of the deceased. 

Sir LEONARD B. FRANKLIN said the Council was poorer by his loss, 
but stronger by the example he had left. It was hard to say good-bye to 
an old colleague. The best tribute they could pay to his memory would 
be tocarry onin the spirit in which he worked. 

Mr. AARON JACKSON, Warden, spoke of Mr. Moses’ association with 
the Hampstead Synagovue, of which he was a founder and the “ father ” 
of the Congregation, He was the most accessible and lovable of men, and 
they would all miss him. 

Sir ROBERT said tuat Mr. Liotiel de Rothschild, the President of the 
United Synagogue, had sent & message, expressing his sorrow at being 
unable to be present at the meeting to join his colleagues in the vote of 
condolence.

Mr. JOSHUA EMANUEL LEVIN (Southsea) 

A Correspondent writes: 

Mr. Joshua Emanuel Levin, who died on Friday, wasason of the late 
Rabbi Lewis and Elizabeth Levin, and a brother of the Re?. Walter Levin. 
He was appointed some ten years ago by the Visitation Committee of the 
United Synagogue to the position of Jewish Chaplain to Parkhurst Prison, 
Isle of Wight. He was educated at the Portsmouth Grammar School and 
Aria College and was intended for the Ministry. On leaving college he 
proceeded to South Africa and received the appointment of Executive 
Officer and Secretary to the Great Synagogue in Cape Town. After some 
ten years he returned to England when he wus appointed Chaplain to the 
prisons at Parkhurst, Portland and Wi chester, and also became the 
accredited visiter to the Koyal National Hospital, Ventnor. He was loved 
and respected by all those with whom he came into contact and by those 
to whom he miuistered: at Borstal and at Parkhurst.

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all his heart ard sonl and micht for the welfare, spiritual and material, of 
Dublin Jewry. He wa. reve ed and beloved within and also without the 
Jewish Community, for to Dr. Wigoder medicine was not a profession but 
& sacred ministr:, and he attended with self-sacrificing zeal the poorer 
Classes without fuss, irrespective of race and creed, thus reflecting honour 


upon Israel and Judaism. His death is an irreparable loss, 


The death has occurr: d, at the age of seventy-seven, at Port Elizabeth, 
South Afr ca, of Mr. HENRY JO<EPH RCGALY, who was known as the 


“Grand Old Man" of the Port Elizabeth Jewish Community. He came 


to Sonth Africa from England at the age of fifteen, and became a successful 
merchant. He was an active Jewish commuuval and charitable worker. 


Chief Rabbi Dr. SAMUEL SPITZER, of Hamburg, has died at the age of 


sixty-two. He was born in Hungary, and studied at the Rabbinical 
peminary in Frankfort under Rabbi Dr. Breuer, and at the Heidelberg 


and Wurzburg Universities. In 1910 he was appointed Chief Rabbi of 


Hamburg.

JUNIOR MEMBERSHIP SCHEME 


For some time, the Board of Management of the Hampstead Synagogue 
have been engaged upon a scheme for providing janior membership for 
sons of members or non-members of the Synagogue between the ages of 
13 and 21 years. The scheme, as adopted by the Board of Management, 
having been approved by the United Synagogue, the first meeting of the 
Junior Members was held in the Board Room of the Synagogue on Sunday, 
when twenty-five adolescents were enrolled under the scheme. 

The Warden, Mr. AARON JACKSON, who was in the Chair, supported 
by his co-Honorary Officers, and by Dayan M. Gollop and the Rev. G. 
Boyars, outlined to the Junior Members the details of the scheme. He 
pointed out that the Junior Members of to-day were the Board of Manage- 
ment of to-morrow, and he impressed upon them their obligation to 
become acquainted with communal work. Mr. Jackson added that it was 
a regrettable but undoubted fact, that there was a tendency to-day in 
communal life for elderly people to cling to office. This robbed the young 
men of opportunities of gaining experiénce during the most impression- 
able period of their lives.. The Board of Management of the Hampstead 
Synagogue realised that that gave rise to grave disabilities, and it was 
with the hope of overcoming those disabilities that the Judior Membership 
Scheme had been for med, 

The Junior Members present showed themselves very enthusiastic 
concerning the scheme, and the following Committees were set up: 
Children’s Sabbath Services and High Festival Services Committee ; 
Sytiagogue Library Committee ; Musical Section ; Discussion Group.

Nazi Peril Nearer 


On Monday the League of Nations Council adopted the 
report of the Committee of three, presided over by Baron 
Aloisi, a report that embodies the Franco-German agreement 
that was arrived at last Friday. This report unfortunately con- 
fines itself to the actual plebiscite, which is to be held on 
January 13th next, and matters arising directly from it. There 
is no reference to the treatment of minorities and one can 
assume therefore that the Arvan clause with the rest of the 
legislation of the Third Reich will automatically apply to the 
Saar as soon as it becomes German territory. 

The Committee has done its best to prevent the victimisation 
of those who vote against the territory's return to Germany, 
nor has it forgotten those who have. not the right to vote.

Money for Foreign Propaganda 

The foreign ramifications of Nazism are discussed in a series 
of articles in Soz1AL DEMOKRATEN, the official organ of the Swedish 
Government. After sketching briefly the international net of Nazi 
netivities the world over, the articles quote the exact amounts of 
money spent by the German propaganda machinery under the 
Reichs Minister, Dr. Goebbels, in foreign countries. Fifteen million 
marks have béen poured into Austria, five million into Czecho 
slovakia, 1,500,000 into Holland, and 750,000-into Switzerland. Nazi 
propagandists in Sweden received 500,000 marks, in Belgium 700,000, 
in the Baltic States 500,000,.in Denmark and Finland 200,000 
and in Rumania 500,000. Two million marks have gone to Central 


and South America. and no less than four million to the 
United States and Canada. The amounts for France and 
England are not specitied but it is taken for granted that 


they are extraordinarily large. No country is free of Nazi cells 
which are generously subsidised by the Hitler dictatorship. The 
subsidies given by private Nazi organisations are not included in 
the figures mentioned above. The paper calls special attention to 
the activities of German shipping companies abroad, which are hot. 
beds of Nazi propaganda. Their personnel has been considerably 
increased despite the general decline in business. German Consulates 
also harbour numerous Hitlerist agents. Nazism in the United 
States is especially active, thanks to the enormous sums Of money 
filtering through all kinds of cleverly devised channels. H these 
figures are anywhere near tthe truth, it is not surprising that 
Giermany caunot afford her debts, 


London's Brown House 


Efforts are still proceeding to raise £7,000 for a Brown Honse 
for Londen. A German subject resident in London, who is a non 
Jew, received sowe time ago a circular asking him to subscribe. Not 
drawing an answer it was followed by a letter enclosing afresh copy 
and making the assumption that as no reply had been received the 
first must obviously have goine astray in the post. This again drawing 
no reply was followed by aterse communication asking the addressee 
to name the amount he intended to subscribe... The next step in the 
progression is awaited with interest. Meanwhile, in the House of 
Commons, Mr. Dobbie (Rotherham,Lab.) asked the Home Secretary 
whether his attention had been called to a proposal to take ever 
premises in London as a centre for the German Nazi organisation ; 
and whether, before any such proposal was sanctioned, close inquiry 
would be made as to its purpose and as to the necessity, if any, for 
the establishment of a centre in this country for a foreign political 
organisation. Sir J. Gilmour replied: “tl understand that there ts 
a project for the formation of o German social and political centre 
in London to take the place of existing individual organisations. |! 
am not aware of anything calling for any action on my part.” 

The PARISER TAGERLATT, in an article on“ The Man Behind 
Ambassador von Hoesch,’ describes the activities of Dr. Fritz 
Randolf, of the German Embassy. ~ The political leadership of the 
Nazi branch in England," it writes, belongs to Dr. Randolf, who 
was allotted to the staff of the German Embassy after the Hitler 
revolution. He is not a professional diplomat. For several years 
he was a close associate of Rosenberg in the Nazi Foreign Depart 
ment. Randolf is the direet political nominee of Hitler, and 1s 
superior to von Hoesch on all party questions. pee 

* Among the German papers working for the Nazis in England 
is the EUROPEAN HERALD, which appears in English, German, Freuch 
and Spanish, and very skilfally and carefully carries on propaganda 
for the Third Empire. Then there is the EcHo, published by the 
Auslandsverlag, Berlin, 8.W.19. Other propaganda centres are the 
‘Anglo-German Academic Bureau, and the ‘German Pedagogic 
Foreign Relations Burean,’ directed by Dr. Franz Hilker. These 
two institutions carry on a regular exchange of students on a large 
scale. Finally, there is the ‘General Service Bureau’ of the 
HerAtp. The secretarial head of the London Nazi 
branch, is Herr Otto Bene, who has charge of the party organisation 
of all Germans in London. Herr Bene had his bureau in the offices of 
the Neur LONDONER ZRITUNG, in Bush House. Asa result of various 
political activities discovered by the English press of the Left, Herr 
Bene has now closed his bureau and lives ‘ privately’ in a large 
house in South Kensington. 

“The NEUE LONDONER ZEITUNG, too, ceased its appearance a 
short time ago, having compromised itself as a result of clumsy 
propaganda.”

The Hon. Ivor Montagu, moving a resolu 
tion of orotest, stated that when Herr Thomas saw Thaecltmann the 
lat said, “I have been tortured and [I am being tortured,’ 
whereupon the police dragged Herr Thomas away and threw him 
out of the prison.

During the 
last months intellectuals, especially teachers, had been brutally

treated, and organised persecution of the Jews had been revived. 
He believed that this increased severity was due to economic con 
ditions. “I am not at all sure,” he said, “that the threats against 
the Jews are meant to be carried out. The N.zis may feel that the 
Hitler régime needs international loans and they may be anxious to 
arrange loans with Jewish financiers. I think there is considerable 
sympathy with Fascism among some Jews, and it is possible that 
they may be bought by this threat.’ His survey of relief work was 
depressing. The Committee Nationale had ceased to function, the 
Matteotti Fand had had to close down, and other societies that had 
been helping hundreds of refagee children had ceased to function. 
Thousands of refugees now had nothing to live on. The British 
Committee had definitely become one of the main supporters of the 
World Relief Committee. A number of Jews had gone back to 
Germany, but the number of refugees from Germany was increasing, 
and the Relief Committee had now been asked to help those victims 
of Fascism in Austria who dared not apply to official sources of relief. 

During the afternoon Mrs. Amabel Williams-Ellis, who had had 
lantern slides made of some of the ritual murder pictures in the 
STUERMER, showed them ona screen. Mrs. Williams-Ellis said she 
had herself heard Dr. Goebbels state that the Nazi Party took 
responsibility for everything that appeared in a newspaper that was 
allowed to be published. It must, therefore, accept responsibility 
for this infamous attempt to stir up public feeling against the Jews. 


Woolworth’s Attacked 

Public feeling was stirred up over the week-end by some twenty 
Nazi newspapers reporting that the United States Woo! worth’s Stores 
had decided on a boycott of German wares, and had advertised in the 
newspapers, ' We don’t stock German goods.” This announcement 
was given great prominence in the WEsT D&uTSCHER BEORACHTRR, 
which circulates in CASSEL, its report concluding with the words, 
“and still thoughtless Germans buy from branches of the German 
Woolworth’'s.” On Monday night hostile crowds demonstrated out 
side the Woolworth branches in Cassel, Bonn, Dessau and Hirsch. 
berg (in Lower Silesia). At Cassel the store had to be closed early, 
and during the night the crowds wrecked tue windows. They 
demonstrated again when the branch re-opened against the advice 
of the police on Tuesday, and the police then ordered ite 
closure in the interests of public order. The Bonn and Dessau 
stores were also closed on Tuesday. The local heads of the firm 
appear to have repudiated the charge that their branches are in any 
way counected with the Jewish boycott of German goods. They 
say that they now work independently of the American concern and 
employ only German workers and sell German wares. They have 
appealed to the German Foreign Office and to the Ministry of 
Propaganda asking for the Nazi organisations to be ordered to call

AGENCY MEMORANDUM THE 


A Year of Astounding Progress 


The memorandum of the Jewish Agency for Palestine which 
has been presented to the Permanent Mandates Commission of 
the League of Nations .has now been published. There is a 
covering letter from Mr. Nahum Sokolow addressed to the High 
Commissioner for Palestine, through whom the document was 
presented. 

In the course of his letter, Mr. Sokolow states: that the Agency 
is happy to note the progress made during the year; that the 
question of immigration was the major subject of discussion between 
the High Commissioner and the Agency during the year, and that 
the labour shortage had a untoward effects on the 
economic life of the country; that the position of the Jewish people 
in ‘the Diaspora cannot be left out of consideration; that owing to 
the shortage of Jewish labour there is no Jewish labour available 
for situations on publi that il regrettable that the 
question of admission into Palestine of persons in possession of

importance; and that the Agency hopes that the building of the 
National Home in Palestine may continue at a more rapid pace than 
hithe rto and on a broader basis. 
The following is an‘abstract of the Memorandum: 


The 


improvement: in the general situation which was 
recorded last year, has been more than maintained, and the 
period under review has been one of notable development. 


Agriculture and industry have made very considerable advances, 
and while there has been a {much increased immigration, the 
labour market has for the most part been unable to meet the 
demand for workers which has accompanied the striking growth 
which has taken place in every-field of Palestine’s economic life. 
The remarkable prosperity of the country was not restricted to 
the Jewish settlements, but was shared in by all sections of the 
population, and was reflected, as far as publie finances were 
concerned, in an accumulated surplus at the énd of 19338 of over 
£2 000,000, 


During the year 1933 the Jewish population of Palestine 
increased by about 22 per cent., and now numbers approximately 
245,00 as compared with the figure of 174,610 enumerated in the 
Census of November, 1931. It is estimated that the Jewish popula- 
tion now constitutes -about 21.3 per cent. of the total population. 
The Census showed that 21.2 per cent. of the earners were engaged 
in agriculture; 39.3 per cent, in industry and transport; only 15.2 
per cent. in commerce; and 12.8 per cent. in the liberal professions. 
It is believed that the, present distribution of the population con- 
tinues closely to resemble these figures. 

The vital statistics for 1933 indicate a natural increase in the 
Jewish populationiof 4,173, or 20 per thousand of the population, as 
compared with an increase of 21,042 for the non-Jewish population, 
at a rate of 25 per thousand. 

During the year 30,327 Jews were registered as immigrants, of 
whom 2,465 were travellers who received permission to stay in 
Palestine. This figure compares very favourably with that of the 
preceding years. While the number of capitalists entering in 
possession of £1,000 or more numbered 3,250, as compared with 727 
in 1932, they represented in‘ both years approximately the same 


percentage of the total immigration. The proportio’ of immigrants 


under the Labour Schedule increased from 55.1 per cent, of the 
total in 1932, to 64.5 per cent. in 1933. The number of skilled 


artisans ,with a capital of £250 and over (Category Aiii), totalled 
only 121. 


The capital brought into the country amounts at the very minimum 
to £3,250,000, but ‘investigation has shown that in actual fact the 
total capital:in their possession is estimated to be about £7,000,000 


The schedules granted during the year (in April and in October), 
though larger than in previous years, were considerably below the 


numbers for which application was made by the Jewish Agency.

The Jewish Community and Prosperity 

The Vaad Leumi continued to discharge its functions under the 
Jewish Community Regulations, and acted as the representative of 
the Jewish population of Palestine vis-d-vis the Government, with 
whom it discussed various matters affecting the Jewish population, 
such as security, local autonomy, nationalisation, urban property 
taxation, votes and the land laws. It also made representations 
(as yet without success) with regard to obtaining a grant from the 
general revenue of the country towards the upkeep of the Rabbinical 
Courts, in like fashion to that made to the Moslem Religious Courts. 
The organisation within the framework of the community of the 
Kehiloth (Congregations) in towns and villages is progressing, and 
the scope of their activities is gradually increasing, 

The country’s prosperity, brought about in large measure 
by the activities of the Jewish population, was reflected in the 
state of the Government, finances, and in the position of the 
banks. By the end of the year 1933, the Government's surplus 
balance was in excess of £2,000,000, an addition of over a million 
pounds in the course of the year. Moreover, there was an 
increase of a million pounds in the amount of currency in 
circulation. Notwithstanding these increases, however, the 
benefits derived by the Jewish population in such matters as 
salaries to officials, wages to workers, and reduction of agri- 
cultural taxes, remained, as before, at a low level. 

The deposits at the banks are estimated to have risen from 
£7,500,000 in March, 1933, to between £11,000,000 and £12,000,000 
by the close of the year. It is estimated that the import cf capital 
into Palestine during 1933 was in the neighbourhood. of £7,000,000, 
The capital investments, both by the inimigrants and the resident 


population, flow into the three main channels of construction, . 


agriculture and industry. The large sum of over £2,750,000 was 
spent on construction, yet it lagged behind the demand, with the 
result that overcrowding was serious. 

~The total receipts of the various Zionist institutions, which are 
based on the voluntary contributions of Jews throughout the world. 
have shown a further diminution during the period under review, 
This was due to the crisis in America and Europe, and also to 
various restrictions, especially in régard to the remittance of money 
from abroad. An exception was the Jewish National Fund (heren 
Kavemeth Leisrael) the gross receipts of which amounted to 
£218,344, an increase of 9 per cent. The collections of the Palestine 
Foundation Fund (Keren Hayesod) amounted to a sum of £172,256. 
This fund, which is the principal financial instrument in the 
colonising, educational and development work of the Jewish Agency 
has, since its inception, collected the sum of £5,000,000, The 
principal heads of the expenditure of this sum have been as 
follows: Agriculture, £1,600,000; Education, £1,000,000 ; Public 
Works and Immigration, £500,000 each. 


The Permanent Mandates Commission 

The Permanent Mandates Commission of the League of Nations, 
which is meeting in Geneva, considered the Palestine Mandate last 
week-end. The proceedings are private and the Report and Minutes 
will not be available until September. 

We have received the following report from the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency:

“Faith and Sacrifice 
PROFESSOR BRODETSKY ON ZIONIST NEEDS 


ADDRESS TO “ HE-ATID ” 


Professor S. Brodetsky addressed He-Atid’—the Brixton 
Young Zionist Society—on the subject of “ Youth and Zionism” at the 
Brixton Synagogue Memorial Hall, 49, Effra Road, 8.W., on Tuesday 
evening. Rabbi Mishcon presided. 

Professor Brodetsky, dealing with the radical changes that had 
taken place in Jewish life since the first Zionist Congress, asked 
what was the reaction of Jewish youth to those changes. They 
were looking all over the world for a solution of the Jewish problem 
and had not sufficiently realised the fandamental lesson of the 
German situation. From the Jewish youth he expected clarity of 
vision. The younger generation ought by now to have thought out 
clearly what its situation was. But he did not seé the indications 
of such a process having taken place. And in so far as there did 
exist; say, in’ that room and in other parts of the country, 
groups of young Zionists who. realised that tn Palestine lay 
the only prospect. of the solution of the Jewish problem, 
one had nevertheless waited in vain for some real evidence 
of this consciousness. It had not come and the reason why, 
in his opinion, it had not come,. was because the younger 
generation in this country was a little bit out of contact with things 
and heard about them a little too late They had not yet realised 
many things which the younger generation of Jews in other 
countries had realised. The tirst thing he wanted to put before 
them was that youth must believe in something ; that it must have 
faith and that it must not merely have an opinion about this or any 
othe: matter Youth must have conviction and be reddy to make 
sucrifices for it. ° But faith alone was not enough. It must express 
itself in practice and it was time that the young Jews: of this 
country began to realise that nobody took their Zionism seriously 
if it merely consisted of meetings and that it would be taken 
seriously if they did not merely talk about it but were determined to

Smashing Defeat of Jews 


FRUITS OF PARTY STRIFE 


HANDING VICTORY TO ANTLSEMITES 

Last week elections were held for the town councils in 350 
towns in Central, Eastern and Southern Poland. In most of these 
towns Jews form if vot the majority at least 40 per cent. of the 
population, while in some the Jewish percentage reaches 60 and 
even 75. In all, Jews form over 40 per cent. of the total electors. 
Yet of the 5,270 seats available in 350 town councils, they will have 
no more than 1,200, which means that they have lost nearly 1,000 
seats through being split up.into numerous warring parties. Instead 
of the 40 per cent. of seats to which their numbers entitle them, 
Jews will have no more than about 24 per cent. at the outside 
There are towns where Jews actually are in the majority, but where 
through faction they have not secured 20 per cent. of the seats on the 
council. In Lodz the split among Jews was so severe that it enabled 
the National Democrats, who went to the elections with anti-Semitic 
slogans, to win an overwhelming majority in the Council. Jews 
were not the only losers. Socialist and even the Government 
Party lost to the “ Endeks"’ and “ Radical Nationalists” for whom 
thousands of workers, who formerly voted Socialist, gave their votes. 
These results are asevere warning to Jews and show which way the 
political wind is blowing. 

Of the Jewish parties the Agudah has come first with 650 seats 
and the Zionists next with 450. The Jewish election reverses are 
of very grave significance and will have a baleful effect on the life 
of Jews in Poland generally. The Councils were the only places 
where the Jews could still defend themselves and could exert some 
influence on matters vitally affecting their interests. It was the 
only political stronghold of impoverished Polish Jews, and now even 
this has been lost as a direct result of Jewish party strife.

Widespread Attacks on Jews 


“NARAS  DISGRACEFUL HOOLIGANISM 
From our Corresponde nt—WaARS Aw | 

A number of Jewish victims have been injured in fresh attacks 
staged during this week by the National Radicals. Two Rabbis were 
injured by these hooligans. One, Rabbi M. Alter, the President of 
the “ Agudat Harabonim,’ and a brother of the Tsadie of Ger, and 
the other, Rabbi Jacob Kahan, of Warsaw, who was assaulted in a 
train in this city by a member of the Grey Shirts. The National 
Radicals, called here for short the  Naras,”’ have been systematically 
attacking Jews, and so numerous have their victims become that it is 
difficult to enumerate even those reported in the Press day by day. At 
Plac Mirowski, the Petticoat Lane of Warsaw, Naras in uniforms 
attacked Jews with bottles and iron bars, and injured one man 
severely. In Krolewska Street two Jews received head injuries from 
the Naras who have established their headquarters in rooms in 
(iraniczna Street, formerly occupied by a Rabbi who was turned 
out by the Christian owner. Naras set upon and beat two 
Jewish women who were travelling in a cab. At a Jewish 
sports meeting organised here in aid of the Jewish refugees from 
Germany, a crowd of these National Radicals, in the course of a 
carefully planned attack, injured four Jews on the sports ground, 
while outside several more Jews were knocked down. On the 
same evening further attacks or Jews were carried out by Naras, 
and a Jewish worker, Pinches Oborowicz, was slashed with knives 


and so severely wounded that he was taken to hospital in a dying 


condition. The same hooligans later broke into the rooms of a 
Jewish bootmaker in Browarna Street, where they inflicted severe 
injuries on the occupier and his wife, both of whom had to be con- 
veyed to hospital inan ambulance. All the furniture in the house was 
demolished. This list of disgraceful happenings, it must be remem. 
bered, is just a specimen of one day's activities by the Naras in 
Warsaw alone. A whole series of anti-Jewish outrages is reported 
from many other Polish towns, culminating in the placing of a bomb 
in the Zionist headquarters at Lemberg which exploded and set fire 
to the offices, causing greatdamage. ‘The staff had left the building 
only half-an-hour previously. 


The Government's Attitude 


The Jewish parliamentary representatives called a special 
meeting to discuss the pcsition which is becoming ‘increasingly 
grave. The Governor of Warsaw issued a special warning, stating 
that the authorities will take all drastic means to stop hooliganism. 
But though this warning was issued on Wednesday, widespread 
attacks occurred on Thursday and the Naras séem to be undeterred 
by the Governor's declaration.

At a meeting of the General Assembly of the Charch of Scotland, held 
last week in Edinburgh, the Rev. Dr. Philip, of Longforgan, submitted the 
result of a commission of enquiry into the Jewish fleld in Scotland. He 
said that if the movement of Jewry in the direction of secularism con- 
tinued to grow, the results would be the very saddest for the faith the 
Church cherished. There was here a big bit of work which the Charch 
ought to be pursuing. The deliverance stated that in view of the large 
and increasing Jewish population in Scotland and more especially in 
Glasgow and Edinburgh, the Assembly should recommend that 
for the present the work there should be carried on by _ the 
Home Mission Committee and the Jewish Committee, acting in concert, 
under the supervision of the Presbyteries concerned, and instruct 
these Committees and Presbyteries to consult together and submit to next 
\ssembly a permanent scheme for this work. The impact of the Jew on 
the life of Glasgow and, to a smaller extent, of Edinburgh, is stronger than 
ever it was and it keeps getting stronger, said the Rev. Professor Lamont. 
The life of the Jew is permeating the life of the city in a host of subtle 
ways, far more ways than can be seen on the surface. The growing 
influence of the Jew on the Scottish folk is sufficient in itself to compe) us 
to see a growingly serious Home Mission problem.

Not only are there now many Jewish boxers, but Jews to-day 
are playing a creditable and important part as trainers, promoters, 
managers and referees, and in these capacities, too, they have, it is 
generally agreed, introduced an atmosphere into the pugilistic world 
that is all for the good of the game. By their interest in boxing 
Jews have done much to show the world, and especially the British 
public, which of all peoples best appreciates such things, that they 
are a courageous and gallant race, cherishing the British ideals of 
fairplay, pluck, manliness and chivalry. This has done more than 
cart-loads of oratory and writing to combat “ny tendency towards 
anti-Semitism that might have been sown by unscrupulous and 
perverted devotees of the very un-English hate cult. It is not 
surprising, therefore, that in the countries which have produced 
most Jewish boxers, namely, America and England, there is propor- 
tionately little anti-Semitism. Since the time of Daniel Mendoza, 
the father of English boxing, Jews have won fame in the sport 
and have produced worthy champions. But, to-day, besides the 
actual fighters, there is a keen and ever-increasing army of Jewish 
fight fans, and there are no boxing halls in this country of note that 
are not attended by a considerable Jewish patronage. 


In All Sections of the Sport 


Jewish boxers have been exponents of al] types of the art, from 
the tearaway “all the time” fight-to-the-finish boxer, to the classic 
straight left, typical British stylist. At the moment in England, it 
is the latter type and among the lighter weights that Jewish 
fighters predominate, and we have to look to America for outstand.- 
ing Jewish heavy-weights, where men like Max Baer, King Levinsky 
and Maxie Rosenbloom are in the first flight, and are “ hopes.” 

Mr. Victor Berliner, the popular Manager of the Ring, Black- 
friars, is the most prominent matchmaker and manager in the 
country to-day.

The same argument 
would justify all the cruelties ever committed 
against the Jews, “the sweeping edicts of 
banishment and confiscation, the dungeon, the 
rack and the slow fire.” He concludes by 
appealing to the higher teachings of religion 
and of Christianity “for terminating long 
hostilities and repairing cruel wrongs.” 

We do well to keep the name of Macaulay in 
honoured remembrance as a valiant defender 
of our people.
